GARDENERS CHECKLIST
1.- Lift gladiolus bulbs, dry them off and dust them 

with insecticide. Store them for the winter.
2. It's a good idea to buy large top grade bulbs when 

you select your tulips and daffodils for spring 
bloom.

3. To keep the garden from having a drab winter 
appearance, shrubs with showy berries are a good 
buy.
